Art. 12. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for the purchase of school books. 

Art. 13. To see how much money the town will 
-grant and raise for repair of school houses. 

Art. 14. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for miscellaneous school expense. 

Art. 15. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for tuition of high school scholars. 

Art. 16. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for the support of roads and bridges 
in summer. 

Art. 17. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for breaking roads in winter. 

Art. 18: To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for the support of Crocker library. 

Art. 19. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for town charges. 

Art. 20. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise to pay interest on town orders and 
notes. — : 

Art. 21. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for the support of poor. 

Art. 22. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for the maintenance of special resolve 
and third class road. 

Art. 283. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for maintenance of patroled road. 

Art. 24. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for early patrol. 

Art. 25. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will appropriate for snow fence. : 

Art. 26. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will appropriate for street lights. 

Art. 27. To see what sum of money; if any, the 
town will appropriate for public health nurse. 
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Art. 28. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will appropriate for Memorial day. 

Art. 29. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will appropriate for payment on town debt. 

Art. 30. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will appropriate for cutting bushes on improved 
highways. 

Art. 31. To see if the town will authorize the 
selectmen and treasurer to borrow as a temporary 
loan or temporary loans to and for the use of the town 
in anticipation of taxes of the current municipal year 
of 1932, sums of money in the aggregate not exceeding 
$7,000.00; and authorize the treasurer to execute the 
negotiable note or notes of the town therefor payable 
within said municipal year from moneys raised by 
taxation therein and upon such terms as shall be satis- 
factory to said treasurer and selectmen. 

Art. 32. To see if the town will authorize the as- 
sessors to assess a Sum of money sufficient to pay snow 
bills created from the time of closing of the town books 
until assessing of taxes. 

Art. 33. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “‘no”’ 
on the question of appropriating and raising money 
necessary to entitle the town to State aid, as provided 
in Section 20 of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes of 
19380. 

Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
section of State aid improvement for the year 1932 as 
recommended by the State Highway Commission. 

Art. 35. To see if the town will appropriate and 
raise for the improvement of the section of State aid 
road as outlined in the report of the State Highwav 
Commission, in addition to the amounts regularly 
raised for the care of the ways, highways and bridges, 
under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28, of the 
Revised Statutes of 1980, or under the provisions of 
Section 22, Chapter 28, of the Revised Statutes of 
1930. 
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Art. 36. To see if the town will grant and raise a 
sum of money to be expended on the three-town road 
now under construction. 

Art. 87. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $100.00 to be used in graveling the north part 

of the Buck road or act anything thereon. 

. Art. 38. To see if the town will accept the section 
of road which leads from A. L. Ellms to R. M. Lane 
corner, so called, on which to expend the special resolve 
fund, or act anything thereon. 

Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to continue the insurance on the town. hall 
and school houses; raise money for the same, or act 
anything thereon. 

Art. 40. To see if the town will accept in trust the 
sum of $100.00 from Mrs. Carrie Vining for the per- 
petual care of the Hanson lot in Ferndale Cemetery. 

Art. 41. To see if the town will accept in trust the 
sum of $50.00 from O. E. Cole for the perpetual care of 
the Jesse Stone lot in Ferndale Cemetery. 

Art. 42. To act on any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting. 

The selectmen give notice that they will be in session 
for the purpose of correcting the list of voters in said 
town and hear and decide upon applications of persons 
claiming to have their names entered upon said list at 
the Grange Hall at 9 o’clock in the forenoon on the said 
day of meeting.

Recommendations of Selectmen 


Ripley, Maine, February 15, 1932 


To the Citizens of the Town of Ripley: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the Statutes of the State, we 
herewith submit for your consideration this annual 
report which includes tabulations of statistics. 


TAXES 


At the annual meeting it was voted to discard the 
old policy of “letting the future generation pay the 
bills” and in its place was substituted the “pay as you 
go” plan. : 

At this meeting we were authorized to assess, by 
your vote and the Statutes, a sum which was over 
$3,000.00 greater than last year. 

This increased assessment came about in two ways. 
First, by re-classification of the town, due to the raise 
in valuation by the State Assessors, and the initiation 
of the “pay as you go” policy. Previously the town 
has authorized the assessment of $500.00 for state aid 
road construction. This year $2,665.00 was authorized, 
an increase of $2,165.00. Secondly, the spring break- 
ing bills were extremely large. At the time of assess- 
ing the taxes we were not sure about reimbursement 
from the State, therefore the entire expense was cover- 
ed by assssment. 
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POOR 


The town has been very fortunate as to poor relief 
during the year. Arrangements were made to have 
work for all that might call on because of lack of em- 
ployment. 

Proper information was forwarded to the State, and 
they have recognized the fact ‘that they are liable for 
the support of James Brown, Leslie Covey family, and 
Philander Knowles family. 

Mr. Gifford’s illness made exira large expense during 
the first part of the year. We took charge of his per- 
sonal property and have succeeded in selling the great- 
er part. 

By making some changes the town has been able to 
save $2.00 per week in the case of Fred Cyr. 


INTEREST ON LOANS 


At the beginning of the year the town was paying 
6% interest on most of the outstanding interest bear- 
ing orders or notes. It has been possible during the 
year to call in these orders or notes, and issue new ones 
bearing 5% interest. This is the reason why it has 
not cost the town as much for this item as it did last 
year, even though the town debt was $1,000.00 greater 
than previous. 


SNOW REMOVAL 


Last season it cost the town $99.00 per mile to re- 
move the snow. The State reimbursed $25.00 per mile, 
leaving $74.00 to be paid by the town. 

This season under State supervision we contracted 
for snow removal. This calls for an expenditure of 
$70.00 per mile, the State to pay one half. This is for 
the entire snow season. The work must be done satis- 
factorily, otherwise the town is entitled to reimburse- 
ment of all money paid. 

If the town wishes to continue removing snow, we 
feel it can best be handled under contract. If snow is 
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removed under State supervision, a contract is the best 
insurance policy a town can have. Plowing by the 
hour the town takes the chances, plowing under con- 
tract the contractor takes the chances. 


GIFFORD FARM 


We were unable to procure any reasonable offer for 
the Gifford farm. It would be certainly the best policy 
to dispose of the property as soon as satisfactory ar- 
rangements can be made. 


TOWN HALL 


We did not feel that it would be advisable under the 
existing conditions to lay out extensive repairs on the 
Town Hall. We purchased a new lock for the door, 
and glass for the windows where needed. The roof is 
in fair condition. 


RECOMMENDING HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENTS 


In recommending state aid improvements for 1932, 
Wwe gave due consideration to the fact that the other 
towns in the, so called, three-town act had allowed us 
to expend one years funds on the extension of the 
original lay out.. In exchange for this consideration 
we were to return to the original route after one year. 
If the town should raise state aid money this year, 
and could spend it where they wished, it would be 
proper and just to return to the original layout. 

In a letter. from the Highway Commission dated 
January 21, 1932 they inform us that after careful 
consideration they recommend that State Aid for 1932 
be expended for surface treating state aid roads pre- 
viously built in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 271, P. L. 1931, balance of fund, if any, to be 
expended on a location determined after available 
funds are known. 
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SPECIAL RESOLVE 


The town was fortunate in securing from the last 
legislature $400.00 to be used as a special resolve fund. 
We highly recommend that you adopt the location as 
specified in article 38 of the warrant, to expend this 
fund. 


UNPAID TAXES ’ 


At the time of closing the books there were $1168.95 
unpaid taxes in the hands of the collector. These taxes 
are in ‘tthe process of collection. Since closing the 
books we have been informed by the collector that he 
has received some of the above tax. 


SUGGESTIONS» 


We hope that you will give careful thought in appro- 
priating money this year. We feel that at least $4000.- 
00 should be cut from last years assessments. Under 
the circumstances we do not recommend raising money 
for state aid road construction. We feel that about 
$1000.00 can be cut from spring breaking assessment, 
if the weather permits. Perhaps it would be wise not 
to raise any funds for snow fence this year. With 
some rearrangements in the school department some 
cut might be made. There are other items where 
slight cuts can be made, which will help to lower the 
taxes. 

Remember you make your taxes at town meeting, 
therefore think carefully.

School Report 


To the Citizens of Ripley: 

The school committee and superintendent of schools 
herewith submit their annual report for the year end- 
ing Feb. 15, 1932. 

The total number of pupils registered in the Ripley 
schools during this year is as follows: Hillside School 
13, Jones School 19, Mills School 24, or 56 in all. In 
addition 16 grade school children are attending in ad- 
joining towns at present. The school census list as 
submitted to the state in April, 1931 contained the 
names of 116 persons between the ages of five and 
twenty-one years. 

For the names of teachers employed during the past 
twelve months the reader is referred to the financial 
statement on a succeeding page. 

Pupils receiving grammar school diplomas at the 
graduation exercises of June, 1931 were Clement 
Campbell, Elizabeth Raymond, Marion Laughton, Ade- 
line Monk, Vernal Farrar and Edith Richardson. Of 
these students all are at present in the N. H. Fay High 
School at Dexter except Edith Richardson who entered 
Harmony High and Marion Laughton who entered 
Maine Central Institute at Pittsfield. 

Ripley’s high school tuition pupils are at present 
divided as follows: In N. H. Fay High, Joseph B. 
Brown, Vera K. Dexter, H. Wayne Farrar, Vernal Far- 
rar, Clement Campbell, Mary Folsom, Elizabeth Ray- 
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mond and Adeline Monk; in Harmony High School, 
Linwood Bane; in Maine Central Institute, Edward. 
Laughton, Susan Laughton and Marion Laughton. 

Costs of conveyance at present are as follows: three 
children of Maurice Briggs to Dexter, $3.00 per week; 
to Mrs. Vernon Holt for conveyance of three Perkins 
children, two Kittridge children, one Folsom and one 
Willard child to Webber School in Cambridge, $5.00 
per week; Town of Dexter for conveyance of two Doyle 
and two Folsom children $6.33 per week; to H. L. 
Wakefield for Head-of-Pond children to Mills School, 
$12.00 per week.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


Very little in the way of up-keep of buildings has 
been attempted this year. A new flagpole was erected 
and equipped at the Jones School, and some small items 
of repair done. We have not yet secured gravel to 
overcome muddy condition of the school yards, as we 
had hoped to do. Much could be done for the benefit 
of the buildings, as is usually the case. 

FINANCES 

Cost of textbooks for the year past has been 67 cents 
per child, and for school supplies 69 cents per child per 
year. 

Reference to accounts of past years shows that in 
the fall of 1921 the average wage of Ripley teachers 
was $17.40 per week. For the fall term of 1931 the 
average is $17.66, or an increase of 26 cents per week 
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in the ten years. Cost of conveyance of pupils for the 
year 1931-32 is, however, $478.18 greater than in 1921- 
22. Outside tuition for grade pupils is also an item 
that we now have but did not have a few years ago. It 
should also be remembered that the minimum number 
of weeks per year by law is now 382, while up to about 
three years ago it was only 30 weeks. 

It should be noted that we have paid within this fis- 
cal year for 33 weeks of school and conveyance, and 37 
weeks for the pupils who do janitor work. This is be- 
cause a change in arrangement of the school terms has 
made a small part of the present school year come be- 
fore town meeting time, instead of after, as before. 
If the terms are kept as now the same thing will pro- 
bably need to be done during the coming year until 
caught up. 

At present there are 11 pupils belonging to Ripley 
within the Lane District, so-called. Your school 
officials have been studying this situation for possibili- 
ties of improved or equal opportunities at less cost. 
At present 4 of these children are now getting 36 
weeks of school per year in Dexter. The yearly cost 
for these 11 pupils is now about $589.38, or $53.58 per 
pupil per year. If all were brought into the Dexter 
schools it appears that the cost would be exactly the 
same as now. The cost of running a school in that 
neighborhood for 32 weeks per year, if the same as the 
Jones or Hillside schools as now run, would be approxi- 
mately $623.00. This does not take into account the 
cost of moving, repairing and suitably equipping the 
building, however. | 

According to state figures Ripley’s municipal tax 
rate is .072, and out of this the rate for school pur- 
poses alone is .01263, while the average rate for the 
whole state for school purposes alone is now .01297. 
For all towns and plantations in Somerset County, also 
according to state figures, the average annual pay for 
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elementary teachers is $731.03. The average at 
present in Ripley is $565.12. 

As a guide or basis to work from in making appro- 
priations, in order to continue the schools on about the 
same plan as at present, the following sums would be 
necessary. 

Ripley’s apportionment of the state school fund was 
less this year than the year before by $217.85. The 

*following estimates are based on the possibility that 
the state money might be no more next year than for 
this year.

Last vear’s appropriations totalled $2,645.00. The 
reduced state money of $217.85 this year, and if the 
same next year, accounts for the above increased esti- 
mate of needs by $485.00, in order to come out even a 
year from now. 

In closing we wish to thank all town officials and 
citizens who have assisted in the successful operation 
of the schools.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of the town of Ripley I hereby sub- 
mit my report as Public Health Nurse for the year 
1931. 

Health is one’s greatest asset, and our aim is to help 
the future generation to attain it. 

The Health Education program used in the schools 
is the same as last year. Health Habit Charts are used 
for interesting the pupils in the formation of healthful 
habits of living, and 6 and 7% Point pins to encourage 
the correction of defects. At the end of the school 
year all 3 schools had been awarded trophys for the 
faithful performance of health habits over a period of 
12 weeks: the Mills school had a certificate that 50% 
of the pupils teeth were in good condition; and 19 
children were awarded 7 Point pins for qualifying on 
the 7 health points. A similar program is planned for 
the coming year. | 

The school work has included: 

19 visits to schools 

18 class room talks 

Visits with Dr. Haskell, who gave his time to examine 
the pupil’s teeth. 

2 exclusions for symptoms of infectious skin disease.

In closing the nurse and her committee wish to ex- 
press their appreciation to the teachers, and all others 
who have helped to make the year’s work successful.

School Report 


To the Citizens of Ripley: 

Following is the annual report of the schools of the 
Town of Ripley, for the year ending Feb. 1, 1933, as 
submitted by the school committee and superintendent. 

For the present school year there are 29 pupils 
registered in the Mills School, 19 in the Jones School 
and 9 in the Hillside School, or 57 in the three schools. 
In addition to this number 14 grade pupils are at pres- 
ent attending school in adjoining towns as follows: 
Two Leavitt children in Harmony; three children of 
Maurice Briggs in Dexter; one Lancaster boy in Dex- 
ter; two children of Albert Folsom in Dexter; two 
children of Roland Kittridge, two children of L. R. 
Perkins, one at Fred Folsom’s and one Willard child in 
Cambridge. The school census list 'as made up in 
April, 1932, contained the names of 112 persons be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 21 years. 

Names of teachers employed during the past year 
are contained in the common school account statement 
on a following page. 

At the Ripley Grammar School graduation exercises 
held in June, 1932, diplomas were awarded to Nelson 
Raymond, Lloyd Cooley, Maurice Sawyer and Louise 
Littlefield. 

The high school pupils of the town are at present 
distributed as follows: Linwood Bane in Harmony 
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High School; Susan Laughton and Marion Laughton 
at Maine Central Institute; Joseph B. Brown, Vera K. 
Dexter, H. Wayne Farrar, Vernal Farrar, Mary Folsom 
Elizabeth Raymond, Adeline Monk, Lloyd G. Cooley, 
Louise Littlefield, Phillip J. Perkins, Nelson Raymond 
and Maurice Sawyer in N. H. Fay High School at 
Dexter. 

Costs of conveyance of pupils for this year are as 
follows: three children of Maurice Briggs to Dexter, 
$3.00 per week, for six children on the Cambridge 
Road to the Webber School in Cambridge, $5.00 per 
week, for two children of Albert Folsom to Dexter, 
$1.23 per week, to H. L. Wakefield for Head-of-Pond 
children to the Mills School, $9.00 per week.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


Only minor repairs such as keeping doors, windows, 
stoves, etc., in working order have been given the 
Jones and Hillside schools during the past year. At 
the Mills school two pieces of new blackboard were in- 
stalled as the old ones were very bad for the eyesight 
of the children and the school was to be large, also 16 
second hand adjustable seats and desks of modern 
design were bought and installed. These took the 
place of a part of the old double seats and made it 
possible to have nearly all of the 29 children seated 
singly, a great advantage. It would appear likely that 
the Jones school will have to be shingled next summer. 
A certain amount of small repair work has to be done 


ol 


every year, aS above mentioned. It would be highly 

desirable to finish the installation of single seats in the 

Mills school, so they would have an entire outfit of 

modern seats and desks, even though second hand. 
FINANCES 

According to the expressed wish of the town teach- 
ers’ wages were reduced considerably for this year. 
The average wage is now $15.50 per week, and last 
year was $17.66 per week. Cost of textbooks per 
pupil for the past year was 82 cents, and cost of school 
supplies per pupil per year was 55 cents. These two 
items were kept perhaps lower than they should have 
been. Probably more will have to be spent for text- 
books next year, as a large number of books were 
destroyed by rats and mice in the Jones school before 
discovered and stopped, last summer. This school 
should have a storage closet for books where they can 
be kept from being destroyed. 

The Ripley tax rate for the year past, according to 
State figures, was 53 mills per dollar, and of this rate 
13 and 1-10 mills went for school purposes, including 
high school students. 

Ripley’s apportionment of State School Fund money 
was about $25. less this year than for the year before. 
Two years ago, however, the town received $217.85 
less than the year before that. This was the principal 
cause of an overdraft on Feb. 20, 1982. We have now 
reduced that overdraft, but have not wiped it out as 
yet. 

One major problem is the fact that many pupils live 
at a distance from any established school and there- 
fore either conveyance, or conveyance and tuition 
have to be provided for. Your town officials have 
studied this problem continuously, and have worked 
out the present arrangements which seemed to be the 
best that could be found without depriving children 
of their rightful opportunities. If all pupils lived near 
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one of the three schools in town, of course expense 
would be much reduced. 

Contrary to custom, no recommendation of appro- 
priations for school purposes will be included in this 
report by your school committee this year. One rea- 
son for this is that the finance committee of the town 
will make a study of appropriations and report their 
findings at a later date. 

It can be said this year with particular truthfulness 
that the schools have been very fortunate in their 
teachers. We also feel that the three schools have 
fully lived up to past standards of work, conduct and 
efficiency in carrying out their purpose. 

The schools are building our future citizens. Other 
public works can be delayed without serious loss, but 
curtailment or weakening of school privileges can 
never be made up to these present day children. In 
spite of the fact that financial conditions are out of 
joint at the present time, it appears to be assumed by 
national leaders of all parties that the American public 
will bend every effort to see that the American child 
shall not have his future handicapped on account of it. 

Your school officials wish to express their thanks to 
other town officers and to all who have assisted in mak- 
ing the past school year successful.

REPORT OF PUBLIC NURSE 


To the Citizens of the town of Ripley I hereby sub- 
mit my report as Public Health Nurse for the year 
1932. 

The school health work this year has followed much 
the same plan as in former years. It includes annual 
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inspection of all pupils, class room inspections to pre- 
vent the spread of infectious skin disease, talks to 
pupils, and assisting the teachers with their health 
programs, 

The results of the annual inspections and dental 
examinations, for which Dr. Kelley gave his time, 
are as follows:

28 notes of defects found were sent to parents. 1a 
of the 43 children who were present for the full in- 
spection were found free from any signs of physical 
defects. 

The 3 schools have used the Health Habit Charts 
for training in good personal habits. For the success- 
ful completion of the charts for a 12 week period they 
received seals from the Maine Public Health Associa- 
tion. The Jones and Hillside schools also received 
certificates for having 50% or more of the childrens 
teeth in good condition. 10 children qualified for 7 
Point pins by having good posture, throat, teeth, 
vision, hearing, weight, and a birth certificate.

the Grange Hall in June was attended by 2 babies and 
12 preschool children.

A child was taken to an eye 
specialist to have her eyes examined and glasses fitted, 
and later returned for re-examination.

The town debt has been reduced this year $845.69. 
All temporary loans have been retired, and $500.00 in 
old notes paid. You are therefore paying interest on 
$4,380.00 instead of $4,880.00 as at the beginning of 
the fiscal year. 

The 1931 taxes are all in with the exception of two, 
one of which is pending the settling of an estate. 

Some of the 1932 taxes are still in the process of 
collection, and in our judgment will practically all be 
collected. * ; 

Where was un-collected on February 1, $1,517.25 of 
the 1933 commitment. We feel that this sum will be 
greatly reduced by the first of March. 

The town held four tax deeds at the beginning of 
the year, and three of these have been redeemed. 

The pulp wood on the Leavitt farm has been shipped 
and payment made, leaving $310.63 against the real 
estate February 1, 1934. 

Albra Rumery has given the town a first mortgage 
on his home place, to the amount of $175.00, covering 
the burial of the late George Rumery, also the real 
estate taxes on the same for the year 1932. 

The Alven Randall note which the town holds, covers 
the balance due, for the burial of the late Wynona 
Randall. 


Ways and Highways 


According to the vote taken at the last annual meet- 
ing, the so-called, canal bridge has been re-built, cost- 
ing the town $92.89. Harlan Wilkins contributed in 
labor and materials $50.00. 

We contracted for the maintenance of ways and 
highways during the snow season, but due to unsatis- 
factory equipment, it became necessary to cancel the 
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contract. After careful consideration we deemed it 
wise to hire a Linn tractor of Ford & Smilie of Skow- 
hegan. We have paid $750.00 for the use of the ma- 
chine, and there is $750.00 more to be paid in the 
spring, if the present agreement is continued. If the 
town should choose to purchase the equipment, it is 
understood and agreed that any money paid for the 
use of the machine shall be applied on the purchase 
price. . 

There will be a balance of $3,500.00 to pay, which 
can be made in three yearly payments of approximate- 
ly $1,200.00 each including interest. A check up, 
shows that it costs more than that amount to maintain 
the roads during the snow season. And as the law 
stands to-day, the State pays about half of that when 
the roads are opened to their satisfaction. 

After the expenses were paid, the amount earned by 
the tractor for outside work to February 1 was about 
$500.00. 

In maintaining roads in winter the snow fence 
item should not be overlooked. It is cheaper to keep 
the snow out of the roads than to remove it after it 
has accumulated. 

The Third Class Highway funds were not made 
available until so late that it was not advisable to ex- 
pend it. According to the Commission these funds 
will be available this year. 

For the State Aid Improvements for 1934, the State 
Highway Commission have approved a layout which 
will be a continuation of the improvements of 1938. 


Welfare 


We have been very fortunate this year as to public 
relief. Due to economic conditions we have had sev- 
eral cases, which would not have occurred during ordi- 
nary times. It is very eratifying to note that in sev- 
eral instances where financial aid was furnished, that 
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as soon as convenient, the individuals have returned all 
or part of funds furnished. 

We have obtained from the Federal Government 
several allotments of provisions, and they have been 
distributed to deserving parties. 

During the fall several unemployed were aided 
through the N. R. A. 


Local Civil Works Administration 

By authority of the Federal Government the Local 
Civil Works Administration started to function on 
November 24, 1933. Payrolls amounting to approxi- 
matély $150.00 have been distributed weekly since that 
time. The Government has furnishsed materials to 
the amount of $300.00, and the Town has contributed 
$389.75. 


Highway Construction 
This year 1350 feet of State Aid Highway improve- 
ment was completed at a cost of $1.00 per foot. The 
cost per foot for the Special Resolve Road was 6624¢, 
and 600 feet was completed.

Auditor’s Report 


To the Taxpayers of the town of Ripley: 

Again it has become my duty to go over the books 
and accounts of your town officers for 1933-34. In 
making a careful survey of the assets and liabilities 
I find them to very nearly balance. With the excep- 
tion of the Gifford property all the assets are good, or 
nearly so, for the face value. When we took over the 
Gifford property some years ago, real estate was high- 
er than at present and it may go back again in value, 
after the depression has passed. So your town officers 
would not be justified in making a cut in the value at 
present. Five hundred dollars has been paid on the 
interest bearing orders so that the present amount is 
$4,380.00 instead of $4,880.00 as last year reported. 
All short time loans have been paid and our credit at 
the bank is of the best. You will also take note that 
the state and county taxes have been promptly and 
fully paid. In auditing the books I find that the so 
called State System to be a great improvement over 
the old method. I find the books and accounts of 
your officers to agree with the report as herein printed.

School Report 


To the Citizens of Ripley: 

The School Committee and superintendent of schools 
of Ripley hereby submit their annual report, in form 
similar to other recent reports. 

Our opinion is that all three schools have served the 
best interests of the children to a very satisfactory de- 
gree udring the year past, without exception, and that 
the various teachers have been efficient and well fitted 
for their positions. ‘The present winter has been 
severe, but attendance has been surprisingly good 
under such conditions. 

Attention is called to the report on another page of 
Mrs. Dorothy Cross, the school nurse and public health 
nurse, which tells clearly just what work she has done 
this year to date, in addition to that done in the same 
lines by the regular teachers. 

In all, 32 children have been enrolled in the Mills 
school since Sept., 12 in the Jones school and 15 in the 
Hillside school, a total of 59. Four others who were 
in the Hillside school for a short time only are not in- 
cluded. In addition 13 children are attending grade 
school in adjoning towns: at the Webber school in 
Cambridge 2 children of L. R. Perkins, 2 children of 
Roland Kittridge, and one each from Fred Folsom’s 
and Willards; in the Dexter schools 3 children of Mau- 
rice Briggs, 1 Lancaster boy, 2 children of Albert Fol- 
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som and 1 child of Elbridge Atwater. The school cen- 
sus list made up last April contained the names of 112 
persons between 5 and 21 years old. 

As usual in recent years a very successful grammar 
school graduation was arranged by the teachers and 
held in the Grange Hall in June. Those presented with 
diplomas entitling them to enter high schools were 
Lula Farrar, Louise Richardson, Cecil Bane and An- 
drew Laughton. 

Ripley students now in high school in other towns 
are Louise Richardson in Bingham High; Marion 
Laughton and Andrew Laughton in Maine Central In- 
stitute; H. Wayne Farrar, Lula Farrar, Adeline Monk, 
Susan Laughton, Elizabeth Raymond, Lloyd Cooley, 
Philip Perkins, Harold Rees, Elizabeth Rees and Mau- 
rice Sawyer in Dexter High school. 

Costs of conveyance of common school pupils for the 
present year are as follows: three children of Maurice 
Briggs to Dexter, $3.00 per week, for six children on 
the Cambridge road to the Webber school, $5.00 per 
week, for 2 children of Albert Folsom and 1 of EI- 
bridge Atwater to Dexter, $4.82 per week, and for the © 
Head of the Pond neighborhood to the Mills school, 
$7.00 per week. 

As usual, it is proposed to have the Ripley schools 
in session for 32 weeks during the present year. This 
is the minimum number of weeks required by law. 

SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

The only item of up-keep of buildings undertaken 
this year was the shingling of the Hillside school and 
shingling one half of the roof of the Jones school. This 
work could not be longer delayed.. As usual there is 
,much that could be done on the buildings to good ad- 
vantage. The Jones school in particular should have 
one or two new book closets and the interior freshened 
up by cleaning and painting of walls and ceiling. All 
three buildings need new floors. It has been suggested 
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that the Lane building should be shingled to keep the 
water out of it, or else sold before it becomes valueless. 

One very fine piece of work was done by Mrs. Rena 
Eaton’s school league and interested friends in the 
vicinity for the Mills school last fall. This was the 
re-painting of the entire interior of this school without 
expense to the town. This school now hopes to be able 
to raise enough money by various means to complete 
the installation of single, modern seats. The room is 
now partly equipped with these. More play-ground 
equipment, even of a home made variety, would be a 
great benefit to each of the three schools. As it is now 
means of enjoyment and exercise to occupy the spare 
time of the children is very meager indeed. 


FINANCES 


Provision for school privileges for every child in 
town would be comparatively simple and easy, as well 
as inexpensive, if all pupils were located within walk- 
ing distance of one of the three schools now in opera- 
tion.. However, this is not the case, and your school 
officials have continued the same plan in general for 
providing for the children at long distances from 
schools as was used last year. Study of the various 
situations has not yet produced any plan that is better 
and at the same time workable. 

Continued desire for reductions of costs has mad to 
be largely met through further cuts in wages. These 
were quite drastic for the present year, teachers’ 
wages now being $9.75, $10.25 and $10.75 per week. 
All indications point to the fact that it will not much 
longer be possible to employ satisfactory teachers for 
this pay. It is also true that in the face of rising costs 
of living in many places a partial restoration of wages 
has already been made. 

The Ripley tax rate for this year, according to state 
figures, was 4914 mills per dollar. Of this approxi- 
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mately 1214 mills went for school purposes, including 
high school students. Both figures are less than for 
last year. 

Attention is called to the fact that the accounts of 
the school departments show a small balance to the 
good. This was made possible only by the fact that 
every item of expenditure was budgeted at the begin- 
ning of the year and the budget strictly followed. 

After studying the probable situations that will 
arise during the coming year your school officials are 
suggesting the following list of appropriations for your 
consideration. The estimated appropriation for High 
school tuition is slightly less than last year, while that 
for the other items, including common schools is esti- 
mated at $200 more than last year. Provision for re- 
opening any other school is not included.

REPORT OF PUBLIC NURSE 


To the Citizens of the town of Ripley, I hereby sub- 
mit my report as public health nurse for the year 1933. 

The school health program for this year has been 
much the same as that of former years. 

The nurse has visited each of the schools four times 
during the year for inspection, weighing and measur- 
ing of the children, class room talks, and advising the 
teachers on their health education programs. 
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Dr. Kelley plans to do dental examinations as usual 
in the schools, but as he has been unable to do them 
yet, notices of defects found will be sent to parents 
later in the year.

Health Habit Charts, and special devices of the 
teachers, are used to teach habits of personal hygiene. 
All three schools completed these charts with an aver- 
age of over 90% for a 12 week period. More than half 
the children in the Jones and Mills schools have teeth 
in good condition. Four children earned 7 point pins 
by having normal vision and hearing, good posture, 
weight within 10% average, teeth found satisfactory 
by dentist, and a throat certificate from a physician. 

A baby and preschool conference was held in the 
Grange Hall in June with an attendance of 9 children 
between 1 year and school age, and 1 baby. 

Five visits to homes and 4 miscellaneous calls were 
made during the year. It was necessary to exclude 1 
child from school because of infectious skin disease. 

Assistance was given in arranging for needed hos- 
pital treatment for a child. Physicians have been as- 
sisted in 2 minor operations in town. 

In closing we wish to express our appreciation to the 
townspeople for making possible the continuance of 
our work, and to thank the teachers especially for their 
cooperation.

We feel that the foregoing statement reflects the 
true financial standing of the Town on February 1, 
1935. It is our suggestion that some action should be 
taken in the near future relative to the outstanding 
taxes. We believe that they should be collected or re- 
moved from the books. At least $3,000.00 of these 
taxes are collectable. 

The action of the Town at the last annual meeting 
made it necessary for the Selectmen to determine what 
to do about the tractor and plow. We hope that you 
wll realize the responsibility placed upon our judg- 
ment. Action was not made until we had carefully 
considered all angles of the situation. We moved 
slightly from the customary course when we purchased 
the truck. 

Our experience with snow removal during the past 
four years, and thle indifference of the voters when 
snow removal problems have been placed before them 
‘was responsible for our action. We have tried to map 
out a plan that would not create direct tax burdens. 

We feel that real estate titles and claims held by 
the Town should be liquidated as fast as possible. 

About 80% of our taxes are made by us at our an- 
nual meeting, therefore the articles in the warrant 
relative to raising money should be given as much 
consideration as those that fix our policy and elect our 
officers.

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School Report 


To the Citizens of Ripley: 

We, the superintending school committee and super- 
intendent of schools of Ripley, herewith submit our 
annual report of the activities and expenditures of the 
past year. 

Perhaps the most noteworthy change during the 
year has been the large increase in enrollment of 
common school pupils, which as shown by the teachers’ 
registers stands at 83 up to this time. Last year in 
February the number was 59. Looking back over re- 
ports of the past eleven years it will be seen that the 
enrollment has varied between the numbers of 48 and 
61. A part of that time four schools were maintained, 
but for the last few years only three. 

In its final form the vote taken at the last town 
meeting left the re-opening of the Head-of-The-Pond 
school to the judgment of the school committee, but it 
was felt that the sentiment of the town favored re- 
opening if conditions indicated that this was practical. 
Various plans having in view the maintenance of only 
three schools were studied during the summer by the 
committee, but as Sept. 1 approached it was found that 
the number of pupils to be provided for would make it 
almost necessary to re-open this school, and this was 
accordingly done. 


a ee 
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It is felt that the public has appreciated and known 
the fact that all four of our teachers have been doing 
excellent work in their respective schools. Enrollments 
in the registers for the present year stand as follows: 
Mills School, Mrs. Rena L. Eaton, teacher, 26 pupils; 
Jones School, Miss Doris Smart, teacher, 22 pupils; 
Hillside School, Mss Eleanor Bane, teacher, 16 pupils; 
Head-of-Pond School, Miss Ernestine Cheney, teacher, 
19 pupils; total 83. The school census list as submitted 
in April, 1934, to the State Dept. of Education, con- 
tained 126 names of persons between 5 and 21 years 
old. 

t present 12 common school pupils are attending 
outside of town, 6 in the Dexter schools and 6 in the 
Webber school in Cambridge. Those going to Dexter 
are 2 children of Maurice Briggs, 3 children of Albert 
Folsom and 1 child of Elbridge Atwater. Those in the 
Webber school, 2 children of L. R. Perkins, 3 children 
of Roland Kittredge, and Isabel Folsom. 

Those receiving diplomas at the grammar school 
graduation in the Grange Hall last June were Irene 
Campbell, Mildred McDougall and Donald Raymond. 
Ripley students attending secondary schools in other 
towns during the first half of the school year of 1934- 
385 are Marion Laughton and Andrew Laughton at 
Maine Central Institute, and Robert Briggs, Lloyd 
Cooley, Irene Campbell, Lula Farrar, Adeline Monk, 
Mildred MacDougall, Philip Perkins, Donald Raymond, 
Elizabeth Rees, Harold Rees, Louise Richardson and 
Maurice Sawyer in Dexter High School. 

Costs of conveyance of pupils for the current year 
are as follows: two Briggs children to Dexter, $2.00 
per week; three Folsom children and one Atwater child 
to Dexter, $4.43 per week; the six pupils in the Web- 
ber School, from the Cambridge Road, $5.00 per week; 
ten children conveyed to the Head-of-the-Pond School, 
$10 per week.

The yearly tuition rate charged by schools having 
Ripley students is $90 at Maine Central Institute, and 
at Dexter High School $58 last year and $50 this year. 
As has often been mentioned before two thirds of the 
high school tuition paid out is re-funded to the town 
from state funds. The amount so restored cannot ex- 
ceed $800, however. 

The intention is to maintain the Ripley schools for 
32 weeks, the minimum allowed by law, as for several 
years past. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


Through the contribution of the town, combined 
with money earned by the school under. Mrs. Rena 
Eaton, it was possible to complete the installation of 
modern and attractive single seats and desks in the 
Mills School last spring. Their room now presents a 
very attractive appearance. A good beginning on 
grading more playground space and providing more 
playground equipment has also been made at this 
school through contributed labor of interested citizens. 

The West side of the Jones School was shingled, also 
the back end of the building, last summer. Other 
minor repairs have been made as usual in the various 
buildings. 

As it would appear to be best and necessary to con- 
tinue to maintain a school at the Head-of-the-Pond for 
some time to come, the question arises of whether to 
renovate and remodel the outbuilding there. It is now 
in a condition far from meeting state requirements. 
Of course the probable length of.time the school might 
be in use must be considered. This school building it- 
self as well as its contents is in very good condition. 

As has been stated many times before, better floors 
are much needed in three of the school rooms. At 
least two new book closets have long been needed, for 
the Jones and Pond Schools, but have not yet been 
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secured. A new stove for the Pond School was pur- 
chased last September. 


FINANCES 


It will be noted that a very substantial unexpended 
balance remains to the credit of the school department. 
Several elements have made this possible. Among 
these is the fact that through circumstances less fuel 
has been purchased and paid for than usual during the 
time of this account. Another is that a year ago it 
was apparently almost a certainty that state appor- 
tionments of school money would be much less than 
they turned out to be when final notice of amounts 
was given out, the last of December. The amount 
raised by the town, for another thing, was enough to 
insure a share in the state equalization fund. Another 
item is that tuition rates are lower than formerly, in 
many cases. 

The committee and superintendent have carefully 
budgeted the estimated items of necessary expendi- 
tures for the coming year, also taking into considera- 
tion the balances which we are so fortunate as to have. 
Their estimate of amounts needed is as follows:

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School Report 


To the Citizens of Ripley: 

We, the undersigned superintending school commit- 
tee and superintendent of schools, herewith submit to 
you our annual report. 

For the second year the town has maintained four 
schools. The committee has believed that under the 
present set-up of separated schools this has been 
necessary and probably the wish of the majority of the 
citizens. 

We have felt that all four of our teachers have con- 
tinued to give most satisfactory service in their 
schools and to the children under their care. This is 
a fortunate condition for all concerned. 

One innovation was made some time after the fall 
term was well under way, in the way of furnishing 
more than formerly in the line of Music instruction. 
For this work Vera H. Felker was secured for a very 
~ nominal cost, and we feel that the added interest and 
added instruction in Music has been worth much more 
than the cost, so far. Mrs. Felker’s past experience 
and natural abilities in Music make her very capable 
in this work. It is earnestly hoped that it may be 
possible to continue this fine feature in our schools. 
It will be of great advantage to the present pupils 
when they go elsewhere to school in the future. Mrs. 
Felker visits each school for a generous period of time

each week, when conditions allow, teaching while she 
is present, and leaving instructions for the regular 
teachers to follow for the remaining four days of the 
week. 

Enrollment for this year show as follows in the 
school registers; Mills school, Mrs. Rena L. Eaton, 
teacher, 29; Jones school, Miss Doris Smart, teacher, 
16; Head-of-Pond school, Miss Ernestine Cheney, 
teacher, 13; Hillside school, Miss Eleanor Bane, teach- 
er, 14, total 72 pupils. This number is a little less than 
last year when 83 were registered. The school census 
as submitted to the State last April numbered 68 boys 
and 71 girls, between the ages of 5 and 21 years, or a 
total of 139. 

Those receiveing grammar school diplomas at the 
graduation in June, 1935, were Madlean Rumery, Jo- 
seph Leavitt, Velma Neal and Phyllis Knowles. Rip- 
ley students attending secondary schools in other 
towns for the first half of this school year are An- 
drew Laughton and Marion Laughton in Maine Cen- 
tral Institute, and Robert Briggs, Muriel Briggs, Dana 
Lancaster, Irene Campbell (8 weeks), Mildred Mac- 
Dougal, Elizabeth Rees, Harold Rees, Louise Richard- 
son, Maurice Sawyer, and Philip Perkins in Dexter 
High school. Common school pupils attending school 
out of town this year are 1 child of Maurice Briggs and 
1 child of Elbridge Atwater in Dexter Village, and 2 
children of L. R. Perkins, 2 Willard children, 3 Kitt- 
ridge children and 1 Folsom child in the Webber school 
in Cambridge. 

The yearly tuition rate for the present year, as fixed 
by law is $53. for Dexter High school, and $90. for 
Maine Central Institute. 

No fixed term schedule for the remainder of the year 
has as yet been set by the committee. It is the inten- 
tion, however, to maintain 32 weeks of school for thea 
entire year, as in the past.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


The committee decided not to remodel the out-build- 
ings and woodshed at the Head-of-Pond school last 
summer, but we feel that this must not be put off any 
longer and should be done without fail the coming 
summer. No group of children should be called upon 
to live in sanitary conditions inferior to what is pro- 
vided for other groups in the same town, for more 
than a temporary period. The committee is keeping 
this job in mind in setting their requested appropria- 
tion figure. Repairs done during the past year con- 
sisted of only small items. Among these the teacher’s 
desk at West Ripley was repaired, a very satisfactory 
book closet built for the Jones school, long needed, and 
a substantial second hand desk with drawers furnished 
for the Pond school. This takes the place of an old 
table in poor repair, which had no drawers for keeping 
papers and school materials. 


FINANCES 


As allotments from the State School Fund and the 
State Equalization Fund were better than we felt that 
we could depend on when our estimates for the year 
were made, we again have a comfortable unexpended 
balance, although much less than a year ago. If the 
re-building job at the Head-of-Pond school had been 
done last summer, however, it is probable that there 
would have been little or no unexpended balance now. 
We have been perhaps too sparing in the purchase of 
up-to-date school books and reference books. There 
is plenty of need of modernization of this material in 
some lines. 

Keeping in view the Pond school job, which we feel 
must be done next summer, the committee feel that 
the same appropriation as last year should be made.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Citizens of the town of Ripley, I submit my 
5th report as Public Health Nurse, for the year 1935. 

The school nursing service in Ripley this year has 
included 29 visits to schools, 8 of which were to the 
Mills school, and 7 each to the other three schools. In 
these visits the various inspections are made, the chil-

dren weighed 3 times during the year, and the teach- 
ers assisted with their health programs. 
The findings of the school inspections this year are 
as follows:

Dr. Kelley gave his time for dental examinations in 
town. We wish that there might be some means of 
financing needed corrections in families not able to do 
so themselves. 

Notices of defects found in school were sent to par- 
ents of 55 children, and “good health inspection” slips 
to 18. At the close of school in the spring there were 
14 Six and Seven Point children in town. 

Four home visits were made to talk over health 
problems of children with parents, and physicians were 
assisted with 2 maternity cases. 

The Baby and Pre-school Conference held in June 
was well attended. Three babies and thirteen children 
between 1 and 5 years were weighed, inspected, and 
their mothers given advice on their care. 

A health program is the responsibility of everyone 
in the community. The teachers, parents and citizens 
in general have carried this responsibility, and to all of 
these go my grateful appreciation.
